Toronto, April 17.— (Special)— There is 
great rejoicing in Haldimond to-night over 
the splendid majority of 017 which Hon. 
Dr. Montague, seeking re election as Secre- 
tary of Stato, received over Jeff McCarthy, 
the partner and partisan of Dalton McCar- 
thy. The sohool isauo was tho groat one in 
Huldimand, and the friends of tho govern- 
ment horo are woll satisfied at the outcome 
In thiB representative Ontario constituency. 
This is tho sixth contest Dr. Montague has 
had iu Haldimond in eight years, begin- 
ning with the general election in 1887, and 
though ho only once loot his majority has 
until now been very slim indeed. 

Montreal, April 17.— As oxpectcd, Ver- 
oheros remains true to tho houso of Goof- 
frion, roturning the cousin of the late mem- 
ber, who had represented it for more than 
thirty years, The majority was slightly in- 
creased, C. A. Geoffrion, Liboral, polling 
about 200 more than Bissaillnn, Conserva- 
tive. The Buooeaaful candidate declared 
approval of tho government's course on the 
school question, and personal considerations 
therefore largely determined the election. 

Queboo West, whoro there were two can- 
didates both of Conservative antecedents 
but declaring themselves Independents on 
this occasion, did itself credit by returning 
R. R. Dobell, one of the mosto highly re- 
pected members of the mercantile commu- 
nity, in preforenco to ThomaB McGreovy. 
Tho majority, however, was only 6, for 
while the numorous personal friends of 
tho last named stuck to him despite the 
scandals which caused him to abandon his 
seat a few yoars ago, tho. Liberals who 
placed party oonBidorutionB above every. 
thliJg elao oast their votes for Mr. Mc- 
Greovy in tho hope that they might gain 
capital by bis re entry into public life. Tho 
best element in the community, on both 
aides cf politics, supported Mr. Dobell. 

Halifax, April 17 — AntlgoniBh rotnrns 
to its historic allegiance, electing Hon, C. 
F. Molsaac, Liberal, by 112 majority ovor 
Chiaholm, Conservative. Tho membor-oloot 
is a member without portfolio of the pro- 
vincial executive, and he is a brother of the 
Mclaaao who as a Liberal represented Antl- 
goniah in tho Commons for twelve years 
until in 1885 he accepted a county court 
judgeship, and his constituency returned the 
late Right Hon. Sir John Thompson on his 
acceptance of offico in tho Dominion gov 
ernment.

There ia something positively exhilar- 
ating in tho thought of China open to the 
enterpriee of the human race. We 
do not believe English enterprise will Buf- 
fer. Nothing bnt our own follies and mis- 
takes will doprive ua of the lead throughout 
tho East. The new treaty in its industrial 
aspects only improves onr opportunities ; in 
its political issues ib may aafoly ba loft to 
take care of itself." 

The Daily News correspondent in Berlin 
learna that Germany objeota to the con- 
ditions of peace only so far as they encroach 
upon German commercial intoreata, and re- 
gards the whole question as one to be 
sebtled between China and Japan aa long as 
European interests are not affected. 
| |A dispatch from St. Petersburg bo bhe oor- 
respondenbof the Politlsohe, of Vienna, says: 
" Russia Ib firmly resolved nob to allow tho 
cession by China to Japan of any territory 
on the Eiiatern Asian continent, and will 
not shrink from entering into a serious con- 
Hicb with Japan if her tviahes can- 
nob otherwise bo attained. France 
is resolved to supporb Russia in thia posi 
tion. Reports from England show that 
that country ia lending support to Japan." 

Tientsin, April 17.— An Imperial edht 
was issued authorizing Li Hung Chang to 
sign the terma of peace in accordance with 
tho Japanese ultimatum. The indemnity 
to bo paid by China iB 200,000 000 fuels. 
Tho edict farther authorizes Li Hong 
Chaugto grant po8SCSBion of Loatong pen- 
insula, on tho fortieth degreo of latitude, 
and the islund of Formosa to tho Japanese; 
also to consenb to the opening of Pekin and 
four now ports to commerce, and giving tho 
Japanese power to open cotton factories and 
other industries in China. By tho torms of 
tho proclamation tho Import duties at open 
ports ore not to excoed two por cent. An- 
othor proclamation has boen issued granting 
loavo to tho viceroy of Canton and ordering 
him to retire to hia native province The 
indemnity Is to bo paid in taels on five 
yoarly payments. No territory ia to bo oc- 
cupied by Japan aa a temporary guarantee 
except perhaps Liu Kung Tao. Peaco 
envoys start for Tiecjlsin this afternoon, and 
the Japanese plonipotonUrles will return to 
Hirndchima to morrow. 

Washington, April 17.— Tho stato de- 
partment hue boen oflielully advised of the 
signing of a treaty of peaco between Japan 
and China. Tho tormB agreed upon aro in 
conformity with those already published by 
tho Associated Preea, aavo tho amount of 
tho indomnity, whioh was subsequently ro- 
ducod, probably to an amount estimated to 
be Buffieiont to cover, all of Japan's war ex- 
penses. It Is doubted, though, whorher it 
has beon brought down aa low as §100,000,- 
000 in gold. Such territory aa Japan ia to 
poaseas, in addition toFormoaa, whioh la ab- 
solutely coded, will bo eubjaob only to tem- 
porary occupation, probably until aftor all 
of tho indemnity haa been paid. This would 
leave Japan in tomporary possession of the 
entire Leoatong poninBnla from Porf 
Arthur, ab the aouthorn extremity, clear up 
to Moukdon, tho capital of Manchuria, on 
tho north, and from the Leao river, on 
whioh NewchwaD(> is situatod, on tho west, 
to the Korean border on tho east. Thio 
amounts to about .'1 000 tquare miles.

Subjects to Which His Excellency May 
Befer— Amendment to the 
Address. 



( From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 17.— Thero is a decidedly 
sessional aspect about the Capital to-night. 
What with the arrivals of mombera and the 
local excitement over the bye olectionB, tho 
rotunda of the Russell house presonted a 
scene of great animation for several hours 
this evening. Aa uaual the membera from 
distont oonBtituenoieB aro the firat to arrive; 
Prince Edward Island, New BrunBwick, 
Manitoba, the Territoriea and British Col- 
umbia are all well represented. It ia note- 
worthy that leading Grits are on the 
ground sooner than the Conservatives. Mr. 
Liurier arrived two days ago, and to day 
ho was joined by Mr. Mills, Mr. Edgar, 
Major Jim Sutherland, George Casoy, John 
Charlton, and other well-known men on tho 
front opposition bonohes. It is surmised 
that thoy aro here to devise a line of 
action in reference to the address. Ib ia 
fully expected that an amendment will be 
offered. 

The speech from the throne was finally 
approved by His Exoellenoy to-day. It is 
expeoted that the Governor- General in his 
address to the two houses will make a feel- 
ing referenoe to the audden and lamented 
death of Sir John Thompson and to tho 
grievous loaa which Canada thoreby sus- 
tained. Ib would be fitting on His Excel- 
lency's part to mention the deep sympathy 
felt by the Queen and the manifestations of 
sorrow with whioh the intelligence of the 
late Premier's death was received through- 
out tho Dominion. 

Correspondence has taken place in regard 
to the French treaty, and the Governor will 
probably Bay thab aa satisfactory aasurancea 
havo been received from Her Majesty's 
government respecting tho interpretation of 
certain clauses, ratification will be ex- 
changed when legislation has been passed. 

An outoome of tho colonial conference is 
seen in the recent aotion of the Imperial 
parliament by which the various Austral- 
asian governments have been enabled to 
enter into preferential trade relations with 
other self-governing colonies of the Empire 
This aotion furnishes gratifying proof thab 
tho auggoationa of the colonial conference 
aro regarded in a favorable light by the 
British authorities, 

As already foreshadowed, the speech will 
make mention of the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. The recent judgment of the judicial 
committee of the Privy Council deolared 
that the dissentient minority in Manitoba 
had a constitutional right of appoal to the 
Governor-General in 'Council against two 
acts passed by the legislature of Manitoba 
in relation to eduoatlon. That appeal has 
been heard and the deoision of the Governor- 
n-Counoll communicated to the legislature 
of the province. Papers on the subject will 
be promised. 
A reference to the prevailing depression 
trade may be looked for. Fortunately 
Canada has suffered to a less degree than 
most other countries. While the value oiour 
foreign trade has been kept up, owing bo 
the low prices prevailing, and the recent re- 
duction in the tariff, thero has been a seri- 
ous doorcase in the revenue, bhereby ren- 
dering strlcb economy neceaaary in every 
branch of the public service. 

Tha Governor General during the recess 
visited tho different portions of Canada, 
and will probably allude to the loyalty and 
publio spirit of the peoplo as evidenced 
wherever he went. 

With reference to tho recent Newfound- 
and negotiations, tho apeeoh will probably 
ioy that ib will be a subject of general con- 
gratulation if tho negotiations of tho island 
for admission into tho Canadian confedera- 
tion are successful. 

Among tho moasurcB which will likely 
bo promised ia one respecting bankruptcy 
and insolvency, and others regarding joint 
stock companies, insurance, Dominion notes, 
Dominion lands, tho Indians, Northwest 
Territories representation, and a bill re- 
peating tho land subsidy to the Canadian 
Paoific railway.

"FORTY YEARS' SERVICE." 

To the Editor : — 1 remember In my 
youthful days being mnoh touched by the 
refrain of an old song I board at a oonoert 
in London, whioh ran : " When sorrow 
sleopeth awake it not." I hove ofton thought 
that there was wisdom as well as pathos in 
those wordB, and at the present time I oould 
wish that they had impressed our old friend 
Dr. Helmoken as well aB myself. ThoschiBm 
in the Anglican church whioh took place in 
18 — , which gave rise in Victoria to the so- 
called " Reformed Kpisocpal Church," pro- 
duced in all her mombera u groat doal of 
pain, which I think all kindly disposed poo 
plo would rather lot sleep than again drug 
to tho light of day. 

As to its having boon caused by tho in- 
troduction of modern ritualism, avoryone 
who knows the facts of the case must be 
convinoed that such had nothing whatever 
to do with it. The real oause of the unhap- 
py division sprang from friction between tho 
Bishop and his Dean. These titles in the 
Old Country moan a great doal. My old 
Bishop had an income of ovor $100,000 a 
yoar, and tho Dean of Winohostor wob a 
man of eonsidoroblo note, the Bishop living 
in one of tho finest historic palacoa In Eng- 
land. 

But the torma bishop and doaq in tho 
early days of this provinoo meant little more 
than a poor rector of a email wooden church 
and his still poorer curate. Both the gentle- 
mon who oooupied those positions had beon 
accustomod to indopendont positions — 
Bishop Hills aB Vicar of Groat Yormouth, 
with several curateB undor him, and a large 
Bphero of usefulness. Doan Crldp,e, had, be- 
fore tho Bishop's arrival, beon lord of ail ho 
survoyod both spiritually and temporally, of 
tho Church of England in British Columbia. 
Nothing short of a miraolo could make two 
suoh mon work together in thoir now rango 
of action. And so it happenod that troublo 
aroBo long boforo Arohduaoon Rooco proaoh- 
ed on ritualism. 

With regard to the unfortunate sermon, 
it should bo borne in mind that Dean 
Cridgo know tho Archdoaoon to be a 
ritualist before ho asked him to preach in 
his cathedral, yet he openly in ohuroh pro- 
tested ugainst the sermon that he should 
have diagnosed beforehand he would preach. 
As for calling Bishop Hills a high church- 
man in those days it is simply absurd. The 
sorvioo at tho cathedral was of tho baldest 
character, suoh a service as you will hardly 
find anywhoro in England at tho present 
day save in some mining districts whero 
people are very ignorant. 

If, on the other hand, any man Bets up 
his own opinion and cries out, "I only am 
right," and thinks he knows bettor than tho 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York and 
all the biahopB and clergy and groat mass of 
tho laymen of the Eoglish ohuroh, I can 
only say in tho words of Shokospere that 
«uoh " dangerous conceits are, in their 
natures, poisons," and that tho man who 
holds to them is to bo pitied rather than 
blamed. To havo a church that will suit 
tho fanoy of overybody ia simply an 
impossibility. The Corinthians tried 
hard for it, and Borne were for 
Paul, othora for Apolloa or Cephsa, 
and if they had been allowed their fling 
would have gone on ad infinitum. St. Paul 
crushed it in tho bnd. If Jeaua could wor- 
ship in synagogue or temple when he know 
and reproved tho characters of those who 
conducted suoh aervlcos, and was coobcIous 
that he was about to establish a universal 
church, as his own robe without renb or 
aeam, we may well feel abashed if we can- 
not worship in tho same House of God 
though the outward forms and ceremonies 
bo not exactly to our individual liking. 
" Little children, let us love (not hate) one 
another." 

The worda that TennyBon putB into tho 
mouth of John of Saliabury are only too 
true in this osso : 

Wo oro 8olf-uncortain croaturoa. and wo may. 
Yea. oven whon wo know not. mix our spites 
And privato hates with ourdofonco of Hoavon, 
Percival Jknns.

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THE COLYILLE INDIANS. 



Details of Former Depredations 
the Beds of the Kootenay 
Elver. 



by 



A Qaeatiou for International Consid- 
eration— The Legislative Resolu- 
tion on the Subject. 



The recent trouble with the Colville In- 
dianB at the Kootenay Keolamation Co. 'a 
works is only one of a series of similar dis- 
turbances extending over a porlod of nine 
years. The Colvllles are Amerioan Indians, 
under the jurisdiction of the U.8. authori- 
ties, and the question of their ropeated de- 
predations is an international one pure and 
Bimple. Their pretonded claim to trapping 
and hunting rights on tho Columbia north 
of the boundary amounts to nothing. In 
J8S7, S. B. Crowle, a settler, had trouble 
with these Indians ; they stole all Mb 
vegetables, implements and household 
offsets, and finally ordered him to leave. 
His meadows were particularly good beaver 
grounds. In 1890, Evan JohnBon took up 
land on the Northeast Arm and had repeated 
trouble with tho tame Indians, who claimed 
his land on some ridioulous pretext. One 
day he shot a caiiboo, which Bwam aoross 
tho Arm, w here it <vas immediately uppropri. 
ated by Jour Indians. In duo time they 
came with a pitca of tho cariboo moat and 
wore very ind'gnbnt beoauae JohnBon would 
not give thein a dollar for it. 

Four yeuru ago a Bottler with all his effeota 
was loft by tho steiuner at Fire Valley. The 
next Bpring ho was rot to bo found, nor has 
he over been hoard ot t'nee. As somo of tho 
most vicious Indians hu.l boon in that local- 
ity it is proBumed he was murdered by 
them. In 1893 Samuel Hill took up 160 
acres on Upper Arrow Liko. For a year ho 
had no troublo ; then an Indian known as 
" Cultus Jim " came, and at tho point of 
his rifle ordered Hill to leave, for the Bitnplo 
reason thato the noiBO from his chopping 
frightened tho game from tho Indian's trap?. 
This of courao Hill refused to do. Jim 
threatened to kill him and Hill lefb for ro- 
inforcemontB, at tho same timo sending a 
message to tho government agonb at Revel- 
stoke. On their return the Indian was wild 
with rage and rushed for his gun, which his 
Bquaw had in readiness. As ho raised it to 
fire, Hill did the same, and boing tho quick- 
er brought " Cultus Jim " to the earth. 
Indian runners wore at once sent out to tell 
tho news and throats were mude that if 
Hill waB not hanged they would kill him at 
Bight. Ho wonb to Rovelstoko and haB 
never dared to return. 

Those incidents show tho temper of thoae 
Colvillo Indians, and it is easy to realiz) 
how the sottlors in that seotion feel. The 
provincial legislature at its last seaeion pas- 
Bod the following preamble and resolution 
introducul by Mr. Hume, M.P.P. for 
Southern Kootenay : 

" That whereaB, owiog to oustom, tho 
Indians of the State of Washington, in the 
United States, do annually come inro Brit- 
ish Columbia and hunt along tho Columbia 
river and Arrow lakes, and by so doing ex- 
clude the Indians of Kootenay, in British 
Columbia, from following the chase in those 
parts of the province above mentioned; 
And whereas there are known oases of the 
maltreating of Bettlers along Bald river and 
lakes ; Bo ib therefore resolved, that an 
humble address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to 
move the Dominion government to take suoh 
steps as may bo deemed advisable with the 
United States government to exclude these 
Indians from crossing the international 
boundary." 

As a seasion of the Dominion parliament 
is to be held soon it is probable that the 
subject dealt with in thia reaolution will re- 
ceive attention. Maantima the provincial 
authorities will take all possible precaution 
to prevenb any further trouble.

THE NEW CIRCUIT. 

Mr. Mark Drumm Explains the Part It Will 
Play In the Theatrical Affairs 
of tho Northwest. 

Victoria thcatro-goera will bo interested 
in thb annonncemont that a company haB 
recently been organized, with headquarters 
at Portland, Ore., which contemplates pro- 
moting thoatrical enterprises on tho Coast 
on a largo scale. It is to bo known as tho 
Paoific Theatre Association and will control 
a considerable proportion of tho better class 
of attractions coming to tho Northweat. 
The association haa secured control of the 
Marquam Grand opera houao at Portland 
and the Tacoma, Seattle and Vancouver 
theatres, all of which will bo under tbo di- 
rect management of Calvin S. Heilig, tho 
manager for tho association, which will 
have an Eastern repreaentativo who will 
book for tho circuit all of tho high olass 
combinations contemplating a Western tour, 
and all of theao companioe will visit Victoria 
under an arrangement between Manager 
Jamieaon and tho association. 

Mark Drumm, a representative of the 
aaeociatlon, arrived in the city last evening 
by the Kingston to miike arrangoments for 
tho coming of tho Frawley Stock Company, 
the first attraction to appear hero under tho 
auBpiceu of tho association. In conversa- 
tion last evening with referonce to tho now 
enterprise Mr. Drumm said : 

" Tho Pacific Thoatre AiBoolation is tho 
outgrowth primarily of a desiro of tho 
thoatro owners on tho circuit to put other 
houaoa on a hasia calculated to give better 
roturns on the money invoatod. Hereto- 
fore an Eaatern manager haB been 
unable to book moro than one 
theatro in tho Northwestern circuit 
with the same manager and then often at 
torniB very unsatisfactory. By roaaon. of a 
number of manngors having control of tho 
houses on tho circuit dates woro found to 
conflict, and this and innumerable other in- 
conveniences incident to Buch a condition of 
affairs have kept many of the . bottor attrac- 
tion from coming to tho Northwest. 

" Under tho now arrangement all dates 
will bo bookod with Mr. Heilig direct 
through tho aaaociatlon's Eastern agont. 
Tho companies will have no occasion 
to fear tho clashing of dates, thoy will bo 
assured of a longer season on the circuit, 
will bo ablo to get bottor torms by reason of 
tho centralization of authority, and tho 
cities of the Northwest will bo givon an op- 
portunity to seo the very best companies 
that travel." 

Tho next attraction after the Frawloy's, 
whoso tour is under tho direction of tho as- 
sociation, will bo tho " Fencing Master," 
with Mario TempeBt in tho principal role. 



MR. WILLIAM WILSON'S FIGURES. 

To the Editor :— If it la true that figures 
do not lie, perhaps 1 Mr. William Wilson will 
be good enough to prove from tho following 
quotations from Bradstreet'a summary for 
1883 and 1894, in what respect tho Uuited 
States enjoyed- those two years, a greater 
dogroo of prosperity than did tho Dominion 
of Canada, 

I may explain that tho word " failures ' 
in thiB letter refera to mercantile establish- 
menta, banks and lean companies, and does 
nob include railways. Also, that tho figures 
for Can, da are for Canada alorp. and do not 
inolurl., Nn«foundlund nn Mr. Wilson's did. 

In 189I1 there were 10,158 failuroa ir tho 
United States, with groaa liabilities of $572,- 
723,41)0 In Canada for tho same period 
thoro were 1.7GG failures, with groaa liabili- 
ties of $14,763,404. 

In 1894 there were 12,799 failures in tho 
United Statea, with gross liabilities of §105,- 
078,334 In Canada for the same period 
there were 1.851 failures, with gross liabili- 
ties of $17 735,283 

Now, take Mr. Wilson'a own ostimate of 
the proportion Canada's population bears to 
that of the United States — viz , as five to 
sixty-five (although five to sixty would be 
uearer the mark)— multiply the gross liabili- 
ties of Canada's failures in tho years 1893 
and 1894; as given above, viz., $32,498,687, 
by thirLeon and you havo as a result $422,- 
482,931, which is tho amount tho gross 
liabilities of tho Canadian failures would 
have been, In the same proportion to what 
they aotually were, if Canada's population 
were tho eamo as that of tho United States. 
This calculation brings the two countries on 
a par, so that a propor and fair compnriaon 
can bo made, and shows tho ratio to be as 
$422,482 931 (for Cinada) is to $737,801,830 
(fur tho United States), or roughly speak- 
ing, aa four is to Bevon in Canada's favor. 
And this substantiates Mr. MoPhillipa' 
abatement that thore was a much 
greater degree of prosperity in Can- 
ada in the yoirs 1893 and 1894 than 
exiated in tho United States — a statemei-; 
which, ao fur as my recoiled ion goes, in 
statistician in either Canada or the United 
States had ventured to contradict until 
Mr. WilHon took the matter up. 

I bIbo beg to point out that in tho United 
States figures above given, the railway fore- 
closures (olearly failures) have not been in- 
oluded. These foreclosures as reported in 
BradBtreet's were $79 924,000 in 1893, and 
$318,999,000 in 1S94. muking a total for the 
two years of $398,923,000. Ab a further 
comparison, add thiB total to the total mer- 
cantile and bank failures for 1893 and 1894 
as given above, and compare with Canada's 
total, which shows a ratio of $422,482,931 
to $1,136 724, 830, or, roughly speaking, as 
four is to oleven in Canada's favor.

PARLIAMENT OPENED. 

The Parliament of tho Dominion opens to 
day. It is said that tho session will b< 
fchort — that nothing but what Is absolutely 
necessary will be done. It is very difficult 
to say how long a session may be. Many 
things may happen to cauBO it to bo longor 
than ovon tho mombsra of tho Government 
oxpect. Parliament is, in practice, as to 
the longth of tho eossion its own master. 

The most Important matoor before tho 
country juab now ia tho Manitoba school 
question, and no doubt a good part of the 
time will bo takon up with its diaousaion 
The poaition occupiod by tho Government 
with regard to it is well known, 
but the Leader of the Oppoaition has 
of late been as dumb as an oyster 
on tho subjeot. Ho cannot maintain this 
singular silence much longer. Ha will be 
obliged to apoak when tho Speech from the 
Throne ia diacussod. Ho will have to get 
rid of hia convenient " if " when he risoa to 
speak on the subjaot la tho House of Com- 
mons. It is perhaps too much to eiDeot 
that he will express himself frankly and de- 
finitely. It will bo very difficult for him to 
candidly co.nmond tho course which tlie 
Government has taken, bub it will bo oven 
harder and more ombarrasaing for him to 
condemn that course. If ho adopts the 
policy which the chief newspaper organ of 
the Liberal party has outlined for him, his 
language will Id cflaot be, " This is a hard 
question, coma let us shirk it.' : Not long 
ago Mr. Liurlor twitted the Government 
about their silence and their indooision on 
the Manitoba school question. Since then 
the tables have beon completely turned. It 
is the Loader of tho Opposition who is now 
silent and undecided, while the Govern- 
ment, ever slnoe the time for aotion oame, 
have been outspoken on the subject and 
have pursued tho course* they saw fit to take 
firmly and unfalteringly. Something per- 
haps will be dono during the session towards 
receiving Newfoundland into the Confedera- 
tion, but it seems to us that the negotiations 
are not yet far enough advanced to permit 
of this boiDg done. It will havo to bo found 
how the people of Newfoundland feel on 
tho subject before any decided step can bo 
taken. 

The patriotic Grits are, wo aoe, in groat 
glee at the prospeot of a aerious deficit at 
tho ond of tho year. Although they know 
perfectly well that the Government are not 
in the least to blame because the revenue 
haa been less than the expenditure, they 
fully expect that they will be able during 
the eesaion and after it cloaea to manufac- 
ture capital for their party out of tho pros- 
pective deficit. They may, however, be 
mlataken. It is more than likely that as 
time advancas they will find that they have 
so muoh to do in defending their own pol- 
icy and their own actions that they will 
havo neither tho time nor tho inclination to 
use the unavoidable defioit as a weapon 
against the Government. 

There can bo no doubt that tho session, 
whether long or ahort, will be a very impor- 
tant one. Much, very much, dependa on 
the way in which Sir Mackoczio Bowell'a 
Government acquit thorr selves. We feel 
confident that thoy will pursue a course 
both patriotic and judicious, and that at Its 
cIobo thoy will bo in a position to appeal to 
the country with a good record and confi. 
dent of success. 



YESTERDAY'S ELECTIONS. 

The roault of tho byn-eloctlonB will bo a 
surprise to thoao who believed, or affected to 
bolieve, that tho constituencies in which tho 
majority is Catholic would bo cortain to ro- 
turn supporters of tho Govornmont. Tho 
very opposite has been tho caao. Antigon- 
iah and Vorcherpa havo olootod Liberals. 
Voroheres haa boon for many yearB a Lib- 
eral constituency and AntigoniBh was Lib- 
eral until it roturnod Sir John Thompson. 
It haa now, wo boo, gono back to ita firat 
love. Both theao constituencies havo shown 
that tho LiboralB, who in Ontario and else, 
whoro deolarod that " of course thoy would 
support tho Govornmont whioh is 
trying to force separato schools 
on Manitoba," had grossly miscalculated. 

The result In Haldlmand haa been a soro 
blow and a groat discouragement to thoao 
who belloved that it was oasy to stir up 
roligioua Btrifo in most of tho oountlcB of 
Ontario, Mr. Dalton McCarthy waa evi- 
dently of this opinion. Tho candidate who 
opposed tho Secretary of Stato was his can- 
didate, and ho did his vory boat personally 
to socuro hia return. Ho atumpod tho 
oounty for him, and ho provailod upon 
" Fighting Joo Martin " and Mr. Slfton, 
tho Attornoy-Gonoral of Manitoba, to travol 
all tho way from Manitoba to Hildimand to 
holp to roturn his candidate, and thus ahow 
tho Dominion and tho rest of tho world 
that Ontario disapproves of whut tho 
Govornmont haa dono in tho matter of tho 
Manitoba schools. But Mr. MoCirthy's 
candidato has boon almost contemptuously 
rojoctcd by tho Ontario constituency that 



waa appoaled to to condemn the Govern- 
ment. The rebuff that has been admin- 
Utered to Mr. MoG'arthy muBt surprise 
those who believed that he ha« become a 
power in tho land. Had a Qaebao consti- 
tuency returned a supporter or a member of 
the Government with suoh a sweeping ma- 
jority the MeCarthyitea would raise a fear- 
ful outcry. They would, wherover they 
oould got a hearing, doolaro that it was a 
terrible example of Citholio aacondenoy, 
and thoy would aaaert in tho loudest tones 
and in tho moat impreaaivo manner that the 
Protootant religion is in danger. But when 
It la a Protoatant constituency in tho Pro- 
testant Province of Ontario which gives a 
membor of the Government thia magnifi- 
cent majority, the astonishment of the 
sowerB of religious diaoord must be un- 
bounded, and so muat be their disappoint- 
ment and ohagrin. Tho results of tho bye- 
olectlons have, In throoof the constituencies, 
beon oxaotly tho oppoalto of what they pre- 
dicted. 



THE NEWFOUNDLAND NEGOTI- 
• ATORS. 

The delegates from Newfoundland appear 
to havo had a pleasant tlmo in Ottawa. 
They have boon warmly welcomed by 
tho Government and by the oitlzsns. Every 
attontion haa beon paid them, and it will be 
singular if thoy do not takeaway with thom 
an excoodingly good improBslon of Canada 
and Canadians. 

Vory little has boen heard of tho negoti- 
ations that havo boen going on, but tho In- 
dications aro that noithor tho representa- 
tives of tho Dominion nor thoao of New- 
foundland havo found any very great 
difficulties in tho way of union. 

Tbo negotiators know that thoy must bo 
careful, for tho terms they agree upon muat 
bo auoh aB will meet with goneral approval 
both In tho Dominion and in Newfoundland. 
It seems to us that Canadians will readily 
agreo to any terms thab aro within the 
bounds of roaBon. Tho pooplo of Canada do 
not appear disposed to drive a hard bar- 
gain with tho Nowfoundlandors, but there 
aro indications thab tho Newfoundlanders 
expect more from Canada than Ita poople 
will feel diaposed to give. 

There is in tho old colony a party which 
is strongly opposed to union with the Do- 
minion. This party is not composed of the 
soumof the colony, aBsomeof the injudicious 
advocates of confederation would have us 
believe. There aro in it reapectablo and In- 
telligent men, who are naturally Indisposed 
to give up the Independence they havo en- 
joyed bo long. They no doubb place an un- 
due, and what Canadians generally would 
consider an unreasonable, value on 
their indepondenoo, bub to belittle them 
and to abuse them is no way to 
show them that If their province was parb 
of tho Dominion thoy would, to all intents 
and purposes, bo quite as independent 
they aro now. Allowances should bo made 
for an isolated people, for they have gen 
erally a strong prejudice in favor of Isola 
tion, and it is diffioult to provo to them 
that they would feel quite as happy and 
every bit as free as they do now if they 
throw in their lot with the prov 
inces of the Dominion. Thero are 
in the colony zialous anti-confeder 
ates who believo it to bo their duty 
to do all they can to oppose union with the 
Dominion, and there are others quite as 
zsalouB who consider that it is their inter- 
est, personal and political, to throw every 
possiblo obstacle in the way of confedera- 
tion. Theeo people have to bo reckoned 
with. The moro kindly thoy aro treated 
and the more delicately they aro handlod, 
the lea3 effective will their opposition be 
It would be foolish in tho oxtremo to give 
any of them oause to pose before their fel 
Iow-countrymon as martyrs in the cause of 
Independence. ThiB thoy will be Bure to do 
if the nlighteat pretext iB afforded thom. 

No terms that Cinada can offer will be 
considered aufficientby tho anti-confederates. 
Their first move will be to try to oonvlnco 
tho people of Newfoundland that they havo 
been betrayed and sold by tho delegates, 
and thia without regard to tho torma which 
tho?o dolegates havo been able to nogotiate. 
Thoy will counsel their imrnodiato rejection, 
or if they find that hopeless they will do 
their baat to incite tho peoplo to ask for 
more. It will bo folly to attempt to satisfy 
thom. Evory concoasion thoy gain will bo 
mado tho ground of a new domund. 

If tho Dominion Govornmont at firat offer 
Newfoundland oa good torrno aa they can iu 
juatico to tho different Provlncos of tho Do- 
minion, and then loavo it for tho Now 
foundlandora to accopt or reject thom as 
thoy soe fit, with thu cloar understanding 
that thoso uro tho bust torma that can bo 
offorod, tho oppoaition to Confodoration will 
not, wo ventuto to Bay, bo vory fiorco or vory 
stubborn. It will not tako tho pooplo long 
if thoy are lot alono to find out that thoy 
will bo hotter off in tho Dominion than out 
of it. Tho oppoaition to Confodoration will 
become loaa and less formidable, and ovon 
tho anti-Confederates will gladly accopt 
torms whioh whon thoy woro first offored 
woro rojootcd with acorn. Thoro nood bo 
no hurry; tho Govornmont of Canada can 
bottor afford to wait than tho pooplo of 
Newfoundland.

THE BEST PAVING MATERIAL. 

Experiments havo beon mado in St), Paul, 
Mlnnosota, to find out which is tho boat ma- 
terial for paving. Ib appears that the in- 
vestigators at thoir first coueultation rejooted 
wood. Wood, ub a material for pavomontB, 
thoy deolaro, has been tried and louiul 
wanting. Thoy havo, too, oomo to tho con- 
clusion that, no matter what tho paving ma- 
torial may bo, a solid, indeatruotiblo road- 
bed is tho firBt osaontial of a good roadway, 
whother in town or country. Without a 
firm and unyiolding roud-bed no mattor 
what tho material on tho surface may bo it 
Is impossible to havo a good road. The 
plank foundation for a road thoy, with one 
voico, pronounco to bo it, delusion and a 
snare. 

The oommittoo agreed that concroto mado 
tho beat roid-bed. Tho only room for 
choice of paving material was, in their opin 
Ion, bebwoon granite blocks, vitrified bricks, 
ond asphalt. ThoBo throe materials havo 
boen uaod In American cities, and they all 
tuve agoodcharaoter. The cheapest of thomls 
found to bo brioks. They aro made special- 
ly for pavomonts and havo beon found to 
answor tho purpose vory well. They have 
been trlod in Detroit, Kansas City, Do 
Moines, and elsowhoro. " They make,' 
says tho St. Paul Pioneer Proes, "a smooth 
and handsomo pavomonb. So far they givo 
evidence of durability"; but thoy have not 
been sufficiently tested to justify any posi- 
tive conclusion." The granite blooks mako a 
smooth and durable pavement, but it is very 
exponaivo and aeems, oxcopt whore tho 
traffic is vory heavy indood, to be needlessly 
solid. Tho St. Paul investigators gave the 
preference to aBphalt. Thoy Bay that it is 
nearly as durablo as granlto, it has a smooth 
surface, ia easily kopt clean, and it is 
noiseless, 

Thero is juat now an exhlbftion of pov 
log material in St. Paul, and thoao interest- 
ed In the improvement of tho city go to soo 
it and to hoar all that can be Baid about tho 
advantagea and disadvantages of tho dif 
ferent kinds of pavomont, Thia is a mattor 
in whioh the citizens of Victoria should fool 
interested, for tho streets of thoir city aro 
in urgont notil of improvement.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

What tho Woman's Board of tho Atlanta 
Exposition Is Doing:. 
Too much cannot bo said iu praise of 
tho niomburs of tho women's board of 
tho International and Cotton States Ex- 
position, to bo oponod at Atlanta Sept. 
18. Boforo tho board was appointed 
tho men of Atlanta had already sub- 
scribed to tho general fund all thoy 
co" Id sparo. Tho ladies woro told that 
i pm oy would raiso $5,000 they mfcrht 
MK from tho gonoral fund $10,000. 
They hold fairs and gave entertain- 
ments, they worked in all tho vtaya 
known to thoso who havo had long prac- 
tice in clearing off ohurch debts, and 
the result was that thoy got together 
$15,000. Tho oxhibits for their build- 
ing, designod by Miss Eliso Merour of 
Pittsburg, aro so numorous that an an- 
nex to tho original structuro will bo 
nocossary. Ono of the most interesting 
of all tho different divisions will bo tho 
colonial department, in chargo of Mrs. 
W. L. Pool. All tho industries in 
which women work will bo represent- 
ed, among them beekeeping and house- 
hold economics. Thoro will bo connect- 
ed with tho woman's building an emer- 
gency hospital, in which those suddenly 
taken ill or who havo boon hurt can he 
carried and cared for for tho time. One 
of the pleasan test features will bo rooms 
whoro children will bo carofully at- 
tended to wliilo their mothers visit tho 
exposition. If it had no other reason for 
boing, this fine women's board would 
havo justified its existence by creating 
that department alone. One of the niol li- 
ods by which tho board named money 
was tho publication of a woman's edi- 
tion of tho Atlanta Journal, whoso pro- 
prietors kindly lent tho plant for one 
day. Tho odition nettod the energetic 
board $-1,000. One of woman's especial 
flolds is oharity and philanthropy, and 
in tho Atlanta building all the philan- 
thropic and charitable societies of tho 
world will bo represented. When Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson, tho president of the 
board, and her ablo assistants aro lioro- 
aftor placed in positions where a knowl- 
edgo of business management, spooch- 
making and parliamentary usage aro re- 
quired, thoy will know just what to do. 
And this, besides a successful and beau- 
tiful exposition of women's work, will 
bo a part of their reward for thoir un- 
selfish labors. 

Tho Baltimore Methodist conference 
has refused to allow women to bo dolo- 
gatos to tho general conference. I hopo 
with all my heart that every woman in 
tho Baltimore conference will leave tho 
Methodist church buforo next Sunday. 

Woman suffrage has boon established 
in South Australia. Tho reactionists in 
tho New York stato constitutional con- 
vention who insulted tho best women of 
tho state by ignoring their petition 
signed by over (100, 000 pooplo to submit 
a woman suffrage clauso to tho votors 
last fall should mako a noto of this. 

' Women do not apo men in endeavor- 
ing to free themselves mentally, physic- 
ally and pecuniarily. It is not mannish 
to wish to wear a suitable dress for walk- 
ing and exercising, to got tho highest 
education the land affords and to havo 
free access to all paying occupations. 
It is only human. Tho mistake tho 
Parkhursts of tho community mako is to 
say that theao roasonablo human wants 
arise only from a dosiro to imitatomen. 
Man is not such a perfect croaturo, as 
far as ho has got, that women should 
want to imitate him. Wo only want 
freedom such ns ho enjoys, and we aro 
going to havo it. 

Ono of tho prominent undertakers of 
Philadelphia is a colored woman, Mrs. 
Harriot Dutorto. Sho arranges all tho 
minutest dotails of funerals, and sho 
has carried on her business successfully 
for 25 yoars. 

A highly successful steam laundry is 
conducted by a woman, Mrs. M. A. 
Weaver, in Washington city. I have 
often wondered why women do not oft- 
onor go into tho laundry business. It 
seems an occupation well fitted to their 
quick eyes and cleft fingers in these days 
when steam and machinery do the hard- 
est of tho work. Why American women 
should starve on 10 cents a day at sweat- 
shop sewing and lot hundreds of heathen 
Chinamen como in and got thousands of 
dollars away from them at tho laundry 
business is moro than I car, understand. 
In almost overy good sized town in this 
country thoro is an opening for a good 
laundry run by wonion. Families would 
gladly welcome tho opportunity to got 
their laundry work dono out of tho 
house if thoy could havo assurance that 
it would bo well and reasonably done. 

I havo always said that women ought 
to havo chargo of tho street cleaning of 
cities. I am glad to find that thoro are 
persons in authority who think so too. 
It gives mo ploasuro to find that Miss 
Cynthia M. Wostovor has been appoint- 
ed ono of tho inspectors of street clean- 
ing in Now York city. Street Commis- 
sioner George E. Waring, Jr., was tho 
man bravo enough to break away from 
traditionary politics and oiler this place 
to Miss Wostovor. Sho is peculiarly fit- 
ted for her work. Sho was secretary to 
a former street commissioner of Now 
York, Mr. Hans S. Bcattio. Sho knows 
tho Italian language, and was an angel 
of mercy to tho laborers who found 
themselves imposed on. Thoy flocked to 
lior to redress thoir wrongs, and sho was 
generally ablo to do it. Miss Wostovor 
is a journalist and a brilliant and high- 
ly cultivated young woman. Another 
lady, Mrs. Fay Pierco, has likowiso boon 
appointed a stroot inspootor. 

Tho lato maharajah of Mysore, who 
was only 80 when ho died, was tho first 
Hindoo prince, to start a girls' school in 
India. If ho had lived, ho would havo 
dono much to change tho deplorable 
condition of woman in India. It is a 
pity that a man roady to do justice to 
our sex has to dio while so many old 
hunksos likosomo mombors of tho Moth- 
odist church gonoral couforonoo still 
survivo.

Surprising lenctli of Idfo Amid the Wont 
Sanitary Conditions. 

And yet wa Room soma distance re- 
moved from a complete solution of tho 
phonomona of riisoase and death. It 
would seem natural that sioknoss nnd 
death should bo most prevalent in tho 
tenement houso quarters of the great 
oities, like Now York, where tho condi- 
tions aro, from tho sanitary point, most 
unfavorable, and where thoro is neither 
puro air, pure water, decont food, cleau- 
liness, nor, it might almost ho said, 
morality; yet, according to an exohango, 
tho recent investigations into tho tene- 
ment houses of Now York show somo 
surprising things. One of theso is the 
fact that among tho Russian and Polish 
Jews of tho Tenth ward of that city, 
where tho crowding is most donso, and 
Where tho sanitary conditions are appar- 
ently among tho worst known in this 
country, tho death rate is deoidodly bo- 
low tho averago for tho rest of tho city, 
being annually but about 17 for each 
1,000 persons. That would make tho 
averago duration of lifo among theso 
pooplo almost 59 years, and this among 
a peoplo not robust of framo, most of 
whom aro engaged in sodontary occupa- 
tions, and about whoso lives thoro aro 
at best few of tho safeguards which 
thoso in more favored ciroumstances 
havo come to regard as indispensable 
An editorial writer, commenting upon 
this faot, suggests that tho explanation 
of an apparent incongruity may bo 
found in tho fact that theso peoplo ad- 
here to tho Mosaic dispensations and 
doctrines regarding tho purity of thoir 
food— that which gooth into tho mouth 
— and this theory is cortaiuly worthy of 
consideration. 



Going to Bod Hungry. 

Some time or other, away 'back in 
the course of time, tho idoa got into tho 
hoads of tho human family that it was 
injurious to eat just buforo going to 
bed. This peculiar and unnatural whim 
has caused many a slooploss night and 
many a weary day. Just how it over 
obtained its gouoral standing among 
intelligent pooplo might be an interest- 
ing study for some ono who likes to 
delve after mysteries. As a mattor of 
fact, goinj? to bed hungry is about the 
most foolish thing that a sonsiblo per- 
son can be guilty of. To be sure, one 
should not eat heartily of indigestible 
food, but under no circumstances is the 
craving for somothing to oat to be de- 
nied. Dolicato persons, especially thoso 
who havo littlo appetite, and who novor 
eat heartily, aro froquoiitly kept awake 
and pass sleoploss nights on account of 
tho demands of tho stomach for some- 
thing to work on. Tho digestive proc- 
esses continue during sloop and indeed 
aro carried on in tho best possible man- 
ner at this timo, thoro being no other 
forces at work to draw tho vitality from 
what is for tho moment its most impor- 
tant business. It would bowoll if every 
family made somo provision for this 
need and could keep over ready milk, 
hot or cold, or a cup of broth or hot 
soup, 6ays tho New York Lodger. 

Simple Precautions. 

The value of cold water douches to 
tho entire frame of workers is seldom 
sufficiently considered. Sea salt in the 
bath and rapid friction with a loofah 
will ronder the weary constitution ca- 
pable of enduring fatiguo and greatly 
improve tho circulation. In cases whore 
norvous centers aro unhinged from 
much railway travol massage is oxtremo- 
]y usoful. A great deal of tho friction 
and jarring of locomotion by steam 
might bo saved if tho simple precaution 
of not loaning back or allowing tho 
hools to rest on tho ground wore adopt- 
ed. The spinal troubles causod by over- 
journeying would thus bo saved.

An Orango That Imitates Wonderfully tho 
Contour of tho Human Hand. 

Tho five fingerod orango is a quoor 
thing. It grows oxactly in tho shape of 
a human hand, with a thumb and four 
fingors. It is a half opon hand, that of 
this curious fruit, and tho oloso resem- 
blance to a lean, long nailed Chinoso 
hand is startling. Evon the nails aro 
identical, hard pointed and clawliko,

tipping the orango fingors with a longth 
equal in some cases to throo inches. It 
belongs to tho orango variety. Accord- 
ing to tho San Francisco Chroniclo, 
which illustrates it, agentloman of that 
city found tho odd plant a year or two 
ago over in Japan. Ho thought ho had 
discovered a sort of missing link, bo ho 
bought it and brought it homo. It is a 
hardy shrub, tho outdoor climato of Sau 
Francisco agreeing with its health ex- 
cellently well. In its native country it 
is usually kopt pottod, and tho Japanese 
sooni to be fully alive to its value as an 
ornamental curiosity, for Mr. Gonzaloz 
found it a difficult mattor to got ono to 
bring to Amorica, and so far nobody 
olso over did got ono. 

Tho orange troo is a ragged littlo 
shrub that does not avorago moro than 
flvo or six feet in height. It does not 
grow straight, as a properly behavod 
troo is supposod to do, but is curved ev- 
erywhere. Thoro is a generous supply 
of thorns hidden under the loaves, and 
thoyaro thorns that mean business. Tho 
leaves aro fleshy, long and narrow and 
of a dark groeii color. They resemble a 
lomon loaf more than an orango leaf. 

The flowers como out in Juno and 
July and aro vory similar in appoaranco 
and odor to the ordinary orango blos- 
soms, savo that thoy have a dolicato 
pinkish tint which is vory beautiful. 

Tho lingors of tho orange divide at 
about half tho distanco from tho wrist, 
and though tho division linos can bo 
plainly soon throughout tho entire 
longth of the hand thoy do not destroy 
its contour. 

Tho fruit itself is of a light yellow 
color, a puro lomon lino, growing groon- 
ish toward the stem. Tho size is im- 
mense, tho largest ones measuring when 
maturo fully 10 inches from tho wrist 
to tho point of tho middle finger. The 
fruit is not odiblo, but what it laoks in 
boing unablo to ticklo tho palate it 
moro than makes good in perfume. 
Tho strangest thing connectod with tho 
porfumo is that it is tho fruit and not 
the flowor that is most odorous. Tho 
fruit whon ripo is so redolent that its 
scont can bo recognized a fullmilo from 
where tho orango is growing.

TERMS OF PEACE. 

Comments of the London Press on the Terms 
of the Treaty of Peace Between 
China and Japan. 

London, April 17. — The Standard says : 
*' Whatever tho exact stipulations of the 
Chino-Japaneae treaty may prove to be, lb 
must bo distinctly understood that they aro 
Bubjeob to tho approval of the other Btatea 
having relations with Eastern ABia. Only 
bo far aa they do nob unfairly conflicb with 
t\\o lcgiiimato rights of Europoans oan thoy 
be lormitttd to have effect. Anything that 
could aervo as tho basis of a scheme giving 
Japan a political and commercial mastery 
over China cannot be allowed to pass " 

Tho Diily News, referring to the Chino- 
Japaneeo alliance, said to bo one of tho con- 
ditions of tho treaty, says that 
under tho now conditions such an alliance 
would bo ao muoh more to the advantage of 
China that it can scarcely imagine Japan 
proposing it. "Japan," says tho News, 
has emerged from tho conflict a great power. 
There la no precise parallel in tho history 
of tho world to her miirvolloua adaptability 
and imitativo geniuB." 

The Graphic is inclined to boliovo in tho 
reported allianae. It says : " Thia Japanls- 
ution of China would be the doath knell of 
the European in Eiatern Aala, and tho ruin 
of Weacern industry." 

Tho Times, apparently sharing in the 
general scepticism as to tho reported tormB 
of tho treaty of poacn, ondeavora to show 
that a nocoBearlly brief dispatoh may oover 
much that is nob stated. Possibly ib will 
aay the alliance clause does not cover more 
bban a commercial arrangement. The 
Times advises a suspension of judgment on 
tho matter and deprecates the hasty assump- 
tion thab Japan will necessarily become a 
poworful rival of Europe. 

Thi Chroniolo Bays that such terms aa 
have been announced as the conditions of 
poAon between China and Japan would be 
a defiance of Europe and a danger to tbe 
world. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting on 
the berms of peace bobween China and Jap- 
an, as defined in the imperial edict, saya 
the conditions aro bettor than those men- 
tioned in tho Times dispatches, thab the 
ceoBion of Formosa will surely displeaso 
England, while the cession of Port Arthur 
will be objected to by Russia. "Our gov- 
ernment," tho Gazctto says, " may safely 
bo depended upon to do nothing, however, 
unless other powers take action." 

The St. James Gazette aaya : "If Japan 
declines to become frightened Russia may 
come to the conclusion thab ib is better not 
to try forco. In the meanwhile England is 
benevolent and has no foaling of anger to- 
ward Japan. Tho opening of factories in 
China by Japan does nob mean a monopoly 
as England could also open factories if she 
chose."

BRITAIN ADD NICARAGUA. 

The Position of Affairs— Arbitration Wanted 
by the Southern Republic 

London, April 17. — Nicaragua's answer 
to the British ultimatum falls very short of 
Britain's demands. Tho British govern 
menb demanded reparation for tho expulsion 
of Mr. Hatch, tho British consular agent, 
and for personal injury sustained by British 
eubjecte, and the appointment of a commia- 
aion to arbitrato the amount of dumagea 
done to the property oi Britiah subj^cia, 
etc. , indicating tho position of tho commit- 
tee, and stating that no Amerioan should be 
choson as a membor. Nicaragua now seeka 
to refer tho mutter to an impartial commia 
Bion of arbitration. Tho foreign oflico In un- 
ablo to state what Groat Britain's course 
will bo. lb has received no information, 
and discredits tho reports thab tho United 
Statos baa indicated objeotionB to tho bom 
bardmenb of Greytowu and tho landing of 
troops. 

Washington, April 17. — Sir Julian 
Pauricototo, British ambassador, has nob re- 
ceived any definite advices concerning tho 
latesb Nioaraguan developmonta. There 
are bwo views taken by diplomats cf tho 
Btatua of affaire. Ono is that Great Britain's 
ultimatum was one submitted for acceptance 
or rejection. Nicaragua's answer proposed 
other terms, bub ia indirootly a rejection of 
thd British terms. If Groat Britain con- 
siders this an ovusion, sho will proceed to 
enforco tho ultimatum. Tho other viow is 
that Great Britain would nob exert immodi- 
ato forco until tho foroign office had taken 
tho usual diplomatic courco of rejecting 
Nicaragua's counter-proposition, in whloh 
caso ib would bo still a auhjoot for diplomacy, 
and nob forco. 



FROM ALASKA. 



Scarcity of Provisions— A Road to the Head 
Waters of the Yukon the Graat 
Necessity. 

Junkau, Alaska, April 9. — I have juab 
arrived down from the Yukon Portage. 
There were 475 men there, of whom about 
200 had crossed the summit taking largo 
supplies on account of bhe reported scarcity 
of the neoessariea of life at the mines. This 
shortage was partly due to tho grounding of 
the steamer Arctio on the Po roupinp 8'", 
near Fort Yukon. Thero aro ab ltant, I'M 
tons of provisions and merchandise on tbe 
Portage ab proaont, en route to tho mines, 
which miners are taking in for their own uso. 

Thia ia not the first time that miners of 
tho Yukon have found themselves too noar 
starvation for con, fort, this having hap- 
pened in the fill of 1889, whon 95 miners 
were obliged to loave their diggings, when 
bacon and beans were a luxury of tho patt. 
Only IG wero loft to winter thero, who 
would have aufforod greatly hud ib nob been 
for a largo number of caribou and moose 
crossing tho trail, and for tho crop of tur- 
nips which Mr. McQuesten (tho store- 
keeper) had raised during tho summer. It 
was then remain and starve, or loavo and 
try to roach tho coast. Thia trip of 1,600 
miles will long be remembered by tho early 
miners. 

Since tho arrival of Mr. Ogilvie in Do- 
cembor last to survey tho Takou route and 
other pnsBos for a road to tho heud watera 
of tho Yukon rivor tho peoplo of Southern 
Alaska and Northern British Columbia 
have boen in hopes that tho necessity to 
climb tho mighty summit now travdleu 
would soon bo a thing of tho paot, and tho 
route now adopted made known and road 
5 conntruotion commenced at an early date. 

If tho ciliciulB who are to see juatioe 
dono to the early proapoctorH and miners 
could only roalizo tho Btruggloa of those 
bruvo men they would lose no time in push- 
ing tho road through at onco. No diffi- 
culty ia to bo apprehended in turning all 
'ho trarlo of thia mighty basin through 
Northorn British Columbia, all that la re- 
quired being a good wugonroad or railroad 
of 36 miles, but at present tho miner cannot 
depend on getting hie supplies when needed 
and etarvution may stare him in tho faco at 
any tlmo. Tho pioneor explorora have 
been hammering away on thia thomo for tho 
post 12 years, and tho lack of a road is driv- 
ing away the trado. VV. Mookk.
